DESCRIBE THE PRESENT AND ORIGINAL (IF KNOWN) PHYSICAL APPEARANCE

The house on this farm is a two story, eight bay brick structure with common bonding at all
elevations. The three southern bays of the front or east elevation are recessed, ferming
a twe story porch, A date tablet on the main facade is inscribed, Abraham and Anna Shup,
1840. The stene if difficult to see and the 1840 date may not have been resd correctly.

Windows have six over six pane sashes benesth flat arches of brick. The main entrance io

in the central bay of the principal facade and is sheltered by a one bay hipped roof entranc:
porch with saall brackets. Acress the eaves is a series of alternating projecting header
bricks suggesting dentils.

Mh of the house is a stone end bank barn with frame gables and an overhanging ferebay.

It has a steeply pitched reaf. Other agricultural sheds and outbuildings are also present.
Along Dam # 5 Road leading to the farm are limestone fences characteristic of the area.
